Washington, Get 25.—Adjutant Gen- 


eral George Andrews of the army to- 
day informed recruiting officers that 
after Nov. 1 i\ll enlistments must be 
for ft period of seven instead of four 
years. Tills lu tho first application to 
the recruiting service of the long-term 
provision of the: new law.
